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COURT BANS 
TRAVELLERS

Townwide injunction to remain until June 2017

TRAVELLERS have been banned 
from setting up unauthorised 
encampments in Harlow until 
2017 after a townwide injunction 
was granted by the High Court. 

The hearing took place after 
Harlow Council and Essex County 
Council applied to make final the 
ground-breaking interim injunc¬ 
tion granted earlier this year.. 

Speaking after the court 
reached its decision yesterday 
(Wednesday), Harlow Council 
leader Jon Clempner said the 
town is a tolerant place butt did 
not want to see a repeat of the 
“persistent anti-social behaviour” 
associated with the illegal enca¬ 
mpments. 

“This injunction is about 
upholding the law, responding and 
listening to the concerns of res¬ 
idents and businesses, and pro¬ 
tecting the town’s vulnerable open 
spaces. It is not - and never has 
been - about persecuting any par¬ 
ticular group of people or their 
way of life,” he said. 

Cllr Clempner continued: 
“Months and months of hard work 
and building a strong case leading

up to the interim injunction and 
the preparation and planning for 
the final injunction hearing has 
all paid off today.” 

The injunction bans 35 named 
persons from setting up unauthor¬ 
ised encampments on any land in 
Harlow. 

It also protects 321 vulnerable 
sites across Harlow including 
parks and playgrounds, previ¬ 
ously occupied sites, highway 
verges, schools, cycle tracks and 
private land identified by Harlow 
Council and Essex County Coun¬ 
cil. 

The two councils joined forces 
to apply for a ban earlier this year 
after the town was blighted with 


109 different unauthorised enca¬ 
mpments between October 2013 
and March 2015. 

In the nine months the interim 
injunction has been in force five 
separate unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments have set up on land covered 
by the injunction with each one 
moving out of Harlow within 24 
hours. Breaching an injunction is 
a serious offence and could lead to 
a custodial sentence. 

Cllr Clempner added: “This 
injunction provides land with pro¬ 
tection for the next 18 months but 
this does not mean we sit back and 
do nothing, we have to be prepared 
now for when this injunction runs 
out. We won't hesitate to reapply 
for the injunction after this time if 
the problem returns. 

“It is up to every council in the 
UK to address the lack of author¬ 
ised pitches. In Harlow we are 
working to ensure that the town 
continues to meet its planning 
obligations in future and that the 
existing permanent public trav¬ 
eller sites are well managed and 
help meet future demand for 
pitches.”

Two weeks to save The 
Square from closure... 

Music venue will shut on December 31 unless alternative site is found

SUPPORTERS of The Square are pinning their 
hopes on a eleventh-hour deal to save the popular 
music venue from closure. 

With the building in Fourth Avenue due to close at 
the end of the month, time is running out for a deal 
to be struck. 

The closure was announced in April when land 
owner Circle Housing announced it was planning to 
build homes on the site. Despite meetings with 
Harlow Council and a campaign to save The Square, 
the venue’s management team have been unable to 
find an alternative location. 

“We have been trying to source a suitable new 
home,” said Adam Smith of The SquareOne Part¬ 
nership which runs the venue. “SquareOne has had 
a positive meeting with council chiefs and we are all 
aware we are working towards a very tight dead¬ 
line. 

“We informed the council we would like to be able 
to share some good news with the town by December 



31 at the latest.” 

Mr Smith added: “The venue is well known for 
nurturing local talent as new bands have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be play alongside bigger acts.” 

The council put forward several venues it owns as 
alternatives, including the former Harlow Advice 
Centre, the Latton Bush Centre, Jumpin’ Jacks 
nightclub and a vacant building at Wych Elm. 
Another option put forward was for The Square to 
move into Harlow Playhouse to form a central 
entertainment hub, but the board of SquareOne 


turned down all the suggestions. 

Cllr Tony Durcan, portfolio holder for regen¬ 
eration and enterprise, said: “For many different 
reasons The Square didn’t find these suitable due to 
either location, size or the cost of conversion. I 
understand they are actively considering a poten¬ 
tial venue in the town centre with a private land¬ 
lord. 

“We share concerns about the town losing such an 
important community facility and there is no doubt 
that The Square makes a tremendous contribution 
to Harlow and live music in the region.” 

During its 35-year history The Square has hosted 
performances by bands inclduing Coldplay, Muse 
and Feeder while also providing a home for stand-up 
comedy, debates and film screenings. 

Recently it was shortlisted by NME magazine for 
the prize of Best Small Venue and it also won the 
Lifetime Achievement Award at Harlow’s Small 
Business Saturday. 

As it stands, The Square will shut its doors after a 
party on New Year’s Eve featuring a line-up of 
bands, details of which have yet to be confirmed. 


Man arrested after victim of assault at hotel dies in hospital 


A MAN has died in hospital a few 
hours after he was assaulted at the 
Park Inn Hotel in Harlow. 

The 52-year-old victim, whose 
identity has not been released by 
police but who has been named loc¬ 
ally as William Wareham, suffered a 
serious head injury after being 
punched. 


Police were contacted by the ambu¬ 
lance service which was called to the 
scene of the incident in Southern Way 
at 12.40am on Saturday. 

The victim was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where he died on 
Sunday afternoon. 

A 20-year-old man from Cheshunt 
has been arrested in connection with 


the investigation. He has been 
released on police bail until Decem¬ 
ber 28 pending further enquiries. 

A spokesman for Essex Police said 
their investigation was ongoing and 
appealed for witnesses to contact 
detectives at Harlow police station on 
the non-emergency 101 number or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111.

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There must be 
a better way

Why do residents have to use 
to the Freedom of Information 
Act to find out why our elected 
councillors allowed officers to 
close such an important 
resource?

Learn lessons 
from closure 

SIR, I suspect that not only the 
public but also most of our 
councillors will have been 
astonished to learn of the latest 
disclosures on the background to 
the closure of the advice centre 
as reported on the front page of 




the Star on December 3. 

It would appear that rather 
than accepting a repayment in a 
couple of manageable 
instalments, it cost the council 
£600,000 to close down a 
nationally respected advice 
service, left a purpose-built 
centre empty for over two years, 
caused the redundancy of 
workers who had served the 
town well and left many of the 
most vulnerable of our residents 
with less support at a time of 
austerity when they needed it 
most. 

One would have imagined that, 
following this disclosure, the 
council leader who was elected 
on a programme of openness and 
transparency would have lept at 
the opportunity to explore 
lessons which could prevent 
similar failures in the future. 

The Friends of Harlow Advice 
Centre invited him to a public 
meeting to examine the issues 
and to meet first with the 
steering committee so that it 
could be examined in a non- 
adversarial manner. I personally 
both wrote and emailed him to 
urge his attendance but in the 
event none of the 
communications were 
acknowledged, let alone secured 


a reply. 

The meeting took place 
without him and asked the 
council to set up an urgent 
review, open to public 
contributions, so that lessons 
can be learned. We await the 
council’s response. 

The danger is that given its 
past performance, the council 
will even at this late stage seek 
to cover up the past and 
therefore learn nothing from it. 
This issue is just one symptom 
of a more fundamental problem 
which needs to be addressed if it 
is to regain any credibility 
before the next election.

These issues are linked 
because professional housing 
advice, housing benefits advice 
and general landlord and tenant 
advice will, after the 
introduction of this new act, be 
needed even more over the 
coming years.

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Head of Kier 
replacement 
in line for a 
£100k salary 

THE local authority trading 
company (LATC) which will 
take over environmental and 
housing maintenance services 
from Kier Harlow could be 
headed up by a director on an 
annual salary of around 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Earlier this year Harlow 
Council decided to end its joint 
venture contract with Kier and 
take over the services by setting 
up an LATC. 

The council is still in the 
early stages of planning how 
the service will run but it has 
been suggested the board of 
directors would be led by a 
senior council officer. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on Thursday, council 
leader Jon Clempner said the 
standard salary of a senior 
officer is about £100,000 per 
annum. 

The proposals would also see 
a councillor sitting on the board 
while it is likely a non¬ 
executive chairman would also 
be appointed on a likely salary 
of around £10,000. 

“These decisions will be 
made by the sub-committee,” 
said Cllr Clempner. “We are 
establishing the structure and 
principles and regular updates 
will be available. 

“A transition plan will 
oversee the development of this 
and all proposals are at a stage 
of consultation.” 

The salary of the senior 
director and non-executive 
chairman are yet to be decided 
and the plans are still being 
finalised. 

Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader 
of the opposition Conservative 
group, called for transparency 
in what kind of service the 
council would run. 

“We would like to see an 
independent body established 
as we feel the current plans are 
ethically suspect” he said. 

Conservative councillor Joel 
Charles added: “There is an 
awful lot of money involved and 
a large responsibility for these 
two individuals.”

A ROBBER who threatened to 
blow the heads of staff at a Har¬ 
low supermarket before stealing 
cash and goods has been jailed. 

Paul Rider, 54, of Copshall 
Close, Harlow, pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to rob¬ 
bing the Co-op food store in 
Maunds Hatch on October 30. 

A charge of possessing an imit¬ 
ation firearm, which Rider 
denied, was dropped and left on 
the court file. He claimed the 
weapon was just his fingers in 
his pocket. 

Shouting 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, 
told the court Rider entered the 
shop, stepped up to the counter 
and asked for some goods before 
shouting at staff and threatening 
to “blow their heads off”. 

He stole £180 in cash, tobacco 
and two bottles of vodka before 
leaving the premises, but was 
later identified from CCTV 
images. 

The court heard that Rider 
had several previous convictions 
for robbery involving betting 
shops. 

Emma Davenport, represent¬ 
ing Rider, said in mitigation the 
defendant and argued the sen¬ 
tence he received should reflect 
that fact. 

Rider was jailed for 40 months 
by judge Patrick O'Brien, who 
told him he was giving him cred¬ 
it for his guilty plea.

A PUNK rock band from Old Harlow has 
joined tributes to the victims of the Paris 
terrorist attacks by recording a song by the 
group that was playing in the concert hall 
when the killers struck. 

Eighty-nine people died and 99 were 
injured when three armed men opened fire 
at Le Bataclan during a performance by 
The Eagles of Death Metal last month. 

Among the victims was Essex man Nick 
Alexander, who worked on the band’s mer¬ 
chandise stall. 

The three members of The Muffin Heads 
are one of several groups to cover The 
Eagles of Death Metal track I Love You All 
The Time for a charity appeal. 

The band was due to see the American 
band perform in France the night after the 
terror attacks. 

Guitarist Pete Holland said: “It was a big 
shock to us but this has provided a positive 
closure. We felt quite close to the band and 
recording this song seemed like the right 
thing to do.” 

Pete was joined at the recording in Col¬ 
chester by fellow band member Rebecca 
Dolan and Josh Ring, from Sawbridge- 
worth, who stood in at the last minute for 
usual drummer Tommy Judd. 

Over the course of a weekend bands from 
across Essex recorded the song at Tom 
Donovan Studios. A video of the sessions 
will be released online next month. 

All the musicians involved have asked 
people who view the video to make a 
donation to the charity Sweet Stuff Found¬ 
ation which will provide support to the 
victims of the Bataclan shootings and their 
families. 

“We were very excited about making the 
recording,” said Pete. “There were a few 
different styles recorded but we wanted to 
put our own stamp on it rather than do a 
like-for-like cover.

“We are all doing this for nothing and if 
we raise as little as £10 or as much as £300 
we will feel it has been worth it because it is 
a great cause.

The key to unlock growth 

New commission to draw up 30-year blueprint for M11/A10 corridor

A TEAM of economists and experts rep¬ 
resenting business and education have 
been given the task of formulating a 30- 
year blueprint to unlock the full potential 
of the London-Stansted-Cambridge cor¬ 
ridor in which Harlow will play a major 
role. 

The Growth Commission will provide 
independent analysis of performance and 
highlight the short and medium term 
challenges which must be overcome to 
ensure the region’s economy continues to 
flourish. 

The commission has been set up by the 
London-Stansted-Cambridge Consorti¬ 
um, a partnership of public and private 


organisations along the M11/A10 cor¬ 
ridors. 

The task of the commission, which will 
be chaired by Harvey McGrath, will be to 
provide clear guidance on how central 
and regional governments can improve 
transport, housing stock and other infra¬ 
structure. 

Barriers 

Despite recent success and growth, the 
LSCC believes the region still faces bar¬ 
riers to expansion and continued success, 
including rail and road infra-structure 
which is struggling to cope with existing 
demand and the problems faced by tech¬ 
nology and service firms struggling to 
recruit skilled workers 

Mr McGrath, former chairman of 


Prudential and Man Group pic said: “The 
most successful regional economies in 
the world have both scale and density and 
extend beyond the boundaries of one 
city. 

“Here we have two great cities - Lon¬ 
don and Cambridge - and we have a 
transport infrastructure with huge 
potential, but there are problems. The 
rail link to Stansted Airport in particular 
is inadequate and firms are frustrated by 
staffing issues. 

“Ideas, services and products that are 
invented here are used throughout the 
world. For the UK to succeed in the global 
economy the corridor needs to succeed.” 

Cllr Kevin Bentley, deputy leader of 
Essex County Council, said: “We hope 
that the commission will make a 


comelling case for investment in our 
infrastructure to support smart growth, 
demonstrating the return on investment 
for UK Pic.” 

Andrew Harrison, managing director 
of Stansted Airport, added: “The airport 
is undergoing a period of rapid growth 
and major capital investment, increasing 
our global connectivity and playing our 
part in supporting our international eco¬ 
nomy. 

“We look forward to the commission 
setting out a strong and compelling eco¬ 
nomic vision for the region and making a 
powerful case for inward investment.” 

The commission will undertake a high 
quality research programme and host 
four inquiry events between now and the 
summer of 2016.

AN extra 195 houses will now be 
built on land north of Gilden Way 
after Harlow Council granted per¬ 
mission for the second phase of 
work to start. 

The controversial proposals 
were rubberstamped by the 
authority’s development manage¬ 
ment committee at a meeting last 
Wednesday. 

In total, 1,200 homes will be 
built on farmland bordering Old 
Harlow, which objectors say will 
add to the traffic congestion on 
Gilden Way. 

An outline application for the 
full scheme was thrown out by the 
Labour-run council in 2012 but 
the decision was overturned by 
the former Secretary of State for 
local government, Eric Pickles 
MP. 

Cllr Jean Clark said: “There is a 
lot of opposition to this new devel¬ 
opment, but I don’t think we can 
do anything about that now. 

“I’m working on that basis to 
reluctantly accept the fact that 
the development is going to take 
place.” 

Planning committee chairman, 
Cllr Phil Waite added: “If this 
body had the choice we would not 
be voting the way the (former) 
secretary of state has dictated 
it.” 

Cllr Clark also raised oppos¬ 
ition to the description of the pro¬ 
posed buildings as ‘rural’ while 
councillors argued the planned 
sports pavilion would be too far 
from the playing fields. 

In a previous discussion the 
committee had raised concerns 
about lack of car parking around 
the area but investigating Council 
Officer Andrew Jarratt said this 
would not be a problem. 

“The county council has not 
raised any concerns about park¬ 
ing,” he said. “But they (County 
Hall) did advise some parking 


areas and will have the final 
say.” 

Property developers Barratt 
Strategic, Persimmon Homes and 
Taylor Wimpey will now move 
forward with their proposals. 

Speaking in favour of the pro¬ 
posals, developer Matt Clarke 
said: “The development will 
provide economic, social and 
environmental benefits to the 
town. 

“Also a third of the property 
will be affordable housing.” 

A member of the Churchgate 
Street Residents’ Association, in 
Old Harlow announced the inten¬ 
tion of the group to oppose the 
new estate. 

Petition 

One Churchgate Street resid¬ 
ent, told Harlow Council Cabinet 
meeting on Thursday that a peti¬ 
tion to protect the sports fields on 
Gilden Way has now been signed 
by more than 600 people. 

The resident, who asked not be 
named, said: “A wide variety of 
people use this land from dog 
walkers to football teams. 

“We have witnessed a loss of 
playing fields and we need as a 
town to maintain the green fields 
for future generations. 

“I am passionate about sport 
and I do feel that we as a council 
should take these things on board 
and I would urge you as the plan¬ 
ners to look elsewhere for devel¬ 
opments.” 

Cllr Jon Clempner, leader of 
Harlow Council, said: “We will 
look at how we can prevent sport 
and physical activity from being 
lost in the town. 

“There will be a formal con¬ 
sultation in a future local plan.” 

Conservative councillor Joel 
Charles said he supported the 
views of the residents who had 
signed the petition. 

“I thoroughly oppose these 
plans as I feel it is important that 
green spaces are preserved in the 
Old Harlow area,” he added.

It’s a panda party 


IT doesn’t matter whether you 
are six or 60, there's nothing 
like a party to celebrate a 
birthday. And that was 
certainly the case recently for 
one 35-year-old in China. 

Basi, the world’s second 
oldest Giant Panda, was given 
a crown to wear as she 
tucked into her very own 
special birthday cake and 
waved to her fans who visited 
her at the Fuzhou Giant 
Panda Research Centre. 

Pandas live on a diet of 
bamboo shoots and so her 
cake was made from her 
favourite foods of crushed up 
bamboo leaves, mashed 
apples and radishes. 

As well as waving at 
visitors, Basi can also ride a 
bicycle, shoot basketball 
hoops and lift weights which 
isn't bad for a panda aged 35 
- the equivalent of 140 in 
panda years. 

She has lived in captivity 
since 1984 after she was 
rescued from the wild, 


starving and close to death. 

Giant pandas are one of the 
world’s most endangered 
species. The average lifespan 
of wild pandas is 15 years 


while those in captivity usually 
live to an age of 30. 

The world's oldest panda is 
Jia Jia, who is 38 and lives at 
Ocean Park in Hong Kong.

Daughter chooses a winner for theatre company 



Review Rapunzel by Harlow Theatre Company 

AUDIENCES are invited to let down their hair in a 
land far far away for this year’s Christmas play at 
Old Harlow’s Victoria Hall Theatre. 

Rapunzel is the year-end climax for Harlow Theatre 
Company who have gathered a promising first-time 
writer/director and great young cast. 

The Grimm brother’s classic fairytale has come 
back in fashion lately through the Disney 
adaptation Tangled. 

But the more conventional plot with wonderful 
set pieces, hilarious one-liners and nicely adapted 
songs makes for a fresh and exciting watch for all 
ages. 

Director and writer Martin Colton chose the play 
at the request of his seven-year-old daughter and the 
result is a testament to his creative talent. 

The scene is set with the protagonist eternally 
confined to a high tower by cruel overlord witch 
Gothel, who poses as a mother figure.

However, their romance is short-lived as Gothel 
banishes Rapunzel to the Land of Eternal Winter 
and blinds Prince Percy by throwing him from the 
tower. 

Meanwhile Gothel is not content to bring misery 
to just the life of Rapunzel and orders her goblin 
minions to capture Pandora which makes for an 
intriguing sub-plot. 

The drama then really begins as Prince Percy sets 
out with Brian and Pandora to find Rapunzel. 


But the trio find danger is never far away with 
Gothel able to spy on their progress with the help of 
her helper goblins who are determined to make 
their lives a misery. 

All three must face their fears through a series of 
quests and challenges as they travel through a world 
of magic and mystery. 

The journey that follows offers a well-paced roller 
coaster ride for younger viewers while adults may 
appreciate the comic relief offered by the banter of 
Prince Percy and Brian. 

Lisa Gould, who was picked out for the role by 
Martin, shines as Rapunzel providing a mixture of 
steel and grace. 

Dolleen Howlett is also good fun as she nails a 


classic villainous witch in playing the anti-hero 
Gothel. 

But the star is often Summer Mawdsley who 
steals many a scene in her dynamic turn as 
Pandora. Summer proves a cat who can act, dance 
and sing as she gracefully controls the stage. 

Rapunzel is everything a Christmas production 
should be and credit should be made to the director 
and young cast for providing such a fun-filled 
evening’s entertainment.

Full-on goodbye party with the 
PAPA of electro circus rock 


I T might get loud, wild and colourful when a 
band like no other play for the final time at 
The Square in Harlow. 

The Fourth Avenue venue has welcomed a 
host of star names for the Back to Square One 
series, but there will be few gigs more memorable 
than when Papa Shango take to the stage. 

Led by the charismatic Rob Scatchard, aka Papa 
Rob who dresses up as a voodoo priest on stage, 
Shango have been thrilling audiences for years 
with their self-styled electro circus rock.

He added: “We have been a band always very 
much about the stage shows. I have been pleased 
with the feedback from the album and which we’ve 
sold online and at the shows. 

“However, the music is one thing - but the band 
is more than that and it really comes alive when 
we are performing.” 

Manservant is filled with some typically kooky 
song themes such as Buoys Ahoy and Too Sick to

Rob said the band are already dreaming up wild 
ideas for LP three. 

“We are writing songs and have come up with 
some interesting titles. I think we’ll try a few of 
them out in The Square.” 

“The show is difficult to describe for someone 
who hasn’t seen it, but I often call it Mighty Boosh 
rock,” he said referencing the Noel Fielding 
comedy. 

“The Square is a special venue for us as 


three-quarters of the band have actually worked 
there at some point.

Review: Charlie's Chocolate Emporium 

SOME say you can never have too much chocolate. 
Well, that’s certainly the case when it’s in the hands 
of Harlow’s Makin’ Steps. 

This well-established and renowned performing 
arts company treated audiences to Charlie’s 
Chocolate Emporium at their Potter Street base last 
weekend and it was a delight. 

Written and directed by Liz Evans, the familiar 
story centres on Willy Wonka’s Chocolate Factory. 
Wonka (Dan Middleton) is now a very old man and 
Charlie (Doug Thomas) is in search of an heir 
apparent. 

Using that trusty method of hiding Golden 
Tickets in Wonka bars the first four lucky winners, 
Helga, Henrique, Amber and Sho are the offspring 
of the four children whose chocolate tour came to 
an untimely end in the original story. 

A flashback is provided, reminding us how it all 
began, and Sophie McHale, Bayley Summerfield, 
Rayleigh Woods and Shannon McQuillan are 
worthy of an early plaudit for their portrayal of 
Charlie’s bedridden grandparents. 


Their singing in character was both comical and 
convincing, unlike their ill-fitting and possibly 
unnecessary hair pieces. 

Not for the first time Makin’ Steps made great 
use of filmed story to enhance the narrative and 
keep things flowing during the first half scene and 


costume changes. 

The Spade family are introduced as the 
down-at-heel family, the modern day equivalents of 
the erstwhile Buckets, and Sophie Spade’s (Jaime 
Allen) fate is sealed when she wins the last Golden 
Ticket. 


With the scene set in the first half, the second 
half of the show flew past at a cracking pace as 
each of the spoiled and over-indulged children met 
their downfall. Some lines and scenes were 
predictable but “Amber you’ve turned amber” -1 
didn’t see that coming. Makin’ Steps Formation 
Dancers have become a brand within a brand and 
every time they took to the stage the whole place 
came alive. 

I had to rely upon my daughter to inform me 
that the Chocolate Emporium song was set to the 
Magic Roundabout music but there was no 
mistaking the Madonna makeover as the highly 
talented Brooke Turnstill delivered the words 
“Like a surgeon - cutting for the very first time”. 

Margaret Wright’s thank you’s to the supportive 
and appreciative audience, the performers, those 
helping backstage and front of house (mums and 
dads giving up their time) at the end of this 
weekend of “pure imagination” reminded us that 
Makin’ Steps are a company of the community, by 
the community and for the community and Harlow 
is lucky to have them.

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‘Artificial pitch 
would enable 
play every day 
at top facility’ 

RAMS chiefs are hopeful that the 
club can tap into £50m of funding 
earmarked by the RFU for 
artificial pitches. 

The new complex at Latton 
Farm near Second Avenue will 
include six pitches, including 
three which will be floodlit. 

Harlow Rugby Club had 
requested funding from the RFU 
a year ago for an artificial pitch 
but at this time there was no 
money available. 

Former Rams first team player 
Alan Brooking, who is chairman 
of the project which is 
overseeing the move to a new 
facility, said the club had already 
held further talks with the Essex 
RFU. 

Now the sport’s national 
association chiefs have 
specifically earmarked a huge 
sum of cash for artificial pitches, 
he hopes the club could win a 
grant to install one. 

An artificial pitch would mean 
the club can use, play and train 
on the surface five days a week 
throughout the winter months. 

Brooking said: “We have 
already had discussions with the 
RFU about artificial pitches. At 
the time there was no money in 
the budget but with this 
announcement we have already 
made contact with Essex RFU, 
and we will be trying very hard 
to get an artificial pitch. 

“I’m not talking about an all- 
weather pitch, this will be a first 
team playing pitch. It might not 
be to the standards of Saracens 
but it’s going to be a pretty good 
imitation. 

Develop 

“That would mean we could 
play rugby ten hours a day five 
days a week if we wanted to. We 
are looking to develop the club in 
other ways.” 

Brooking is excited by the fact 
that the new facility will mean 
some of the youth teams playing 
rugby on a Friday night under 
floodlights. 

“The thought of our U13s 
playing under floodlights on a 
Friday night, that’s a dream for a 
13-year-old. It doesn’t matter 
whether it’s football or rugby or 
whatever sport, to come and play 
on a first team pitch under 
floodlights it’s going to be 
heaven. It gives us all these 
opportunities. 

“And it’s about everybody in 
Harlow, and everybody in West 
Essex who wants to play rugby. It 
will be one of the best in Essex.” 

Brooking is also excited at 
how Harlow’s schools can use 
the facility for tournaments. 

“We need space for school 
tournaments. We will have 
enough space to play in a 
tournament after six o’clock,” he 
explained. 

“We want to play other forms 
or rugby as well. There are 
people who don’t want to get 
involved with the physical side. 
There’s big moves in rugby to 
play far more touch or tag rugby 
for all age groups from U6 right 
the way up to vets. 

“That’s something we want to 
start next summer and carry it 
on into the next year. The aim is 
that when people stop playing 
competitive rugby, they can still 
carry on and still pass a ball 
around, still meet their mates 
and have a drink in the bar 
afterwards. 

“We really want to expand all 
sorts of rugby, more than the 15- 
a-side rugby that you see every 
week.”

Rams stadium project chief excited at community hub

HARLOW Rugby Club are hopeful 
that other sports clubs can use 
their new complex, which should 
be completed in December 2016. 

Running or cycling clubs could 
tap into the top medical expertise 
which will be available at the new 
ground near Second Avenue. 

Work could begin on the site as 
early as March if Harlow Council 
approve a revised application for 
the scheme. 

The clubhouse work could 
begin in June and be completed in 
December. 

The six pitches, three under 
floodlights, will also be completed 
at this time, if the weather con¬ 
ditions are right for grass to grow 
well. 

Project chairman Alan Brook¬ 
ing believes the facility can be a 
hub for the whole community. 

“We want to get other sports 
clubs involved in the club. We 
want to be a centre for a running 
club, or a cycling club,” he said. 

Medical 

“We’re not going to be a 
centre for a football club, but a 
club that need a facility, can 
have that medical facility 
that we will have got, we will 
have quite advanced med¬ 
ical facilities when we are 
done. 

“We want to try to 
become a centre for sport 
and a centre for the com¬ 
munity. That’s a very 
large part of our remit 
moving forward, so the 
facilities don’t sit 
there empty. 

“We will provide 
facilities for not-for- 
profit companies. We 
have spoken to some 
clubs already and we 
will continue to have 


those conversations. It’s got to be 
used during the working day. 

“We don’t want to compete with 
the GPCA which does a brilliant 
job, but there are quite a lot of 
other sports in Harlow that need a 
home, that are not football or 
hockey, and they need a base. 

“It should give the club a really 
good platform to move 
forward for a long 
period of time.” 

The club has 
employed con¬ 
sultants who are 
experts in their 
field to make the 
complex one of 
the best 
Essex. 

“The con¬ 
sultants 
who are 
working 


with us are incredibly good at 
what they do,” Brooking 
explained. 

“It’s built to our specification. 
Our pitch consultant will be with 
us for the whole length of the 
project, so he’ll be turning up 
every month expecting the 
pitches and expecting everything 
they are doing.” 

Brooking is hoping the com¬ 
bination of mild weather 
with plenty of sun and rain 
will enable the six pitches 
to be ready to play on by 
next December. 

“It will depend on how 
long it takes the pitches 
to grow. We are doing 
everything possible to 
give the pitches the 
best possible 


chance,” he said. 

“We are putting in irrigation, if 
we have a dry season we will still 
be irrigated. If we get a lot of rain 
- fantastic. If we get a year like we 
have had now when grass is grow¬ 
ing into November, then abso¬ 
lutely brilliant. 

“The club is spending a lot of 
money to mitigate any circum¬ 
stances [where it will be ready 
later than February 2017]. 
Everything is on track. 

“The first thing we need to do is 
scrape off the top soil to build the 
pitches. That really has to be done 
before we do anything else, 
because it’s the biggest part of the 
work.” 

But there will be no pressure 
for the club to quit their old 
ground in Elizabeth Way - they 
could even be using both sites up 
until April 2017 when the rugby 
season ends. 

“We will get to a point where 
Keir will come to us and say the 

facilities are ready,” Brooking 
said. “It maybe that the club¬ 
house is ready but the 
pitches need a couple of 
more months, but then 
we don’t need to leave 
here for three months 
after. 

“We do not need to 
leave here until we 
sign for the new 
facility. That gives 
us the protection 
that if they build a 
pile of rubbish we 
don’t have to 
move. But that’s 
not going to 
happen. 

“If the 
pitches are 
ready we can 
still use 
[Elizabeth 
Way] to 
train on. We 
can play

junior rugby down here for a 
couple of months.”
